The arrests within the past few 
days, of a number of notorious crim­ 
inals after they had disappeared and 
apparently 
succeeded 
in 
escaping 
from the officers, reminds 
us of the 
excellent police systems which are 
maintained in the large cities. 
For­ 
merly it was believ ed that it was al­ 
most impossible to capture a criminal 
after he escaped but today it is an 
exceptional case when a man suc­ 
ceeds in getting away from the auth­ 
orities when the machinery of the po­ 
lice system is put in operation. 
The entire country is united more 
closely than ev er before and at a mo­ 
ment’s notice information regarding 
an escaped criminal is flashed to 
ev ery state. 
In an adjoining county, 
a young man, after defrauding a bank 
departed with bis stolen money and 
after being lost to the k nowledge of 
the offic ers was arrested a week later 
and returned for triqj. 
The west, considered 
for many 
years 
a s a rendezv ous for wrong­ 
doers, no longer affords a place of 
safety. 
This was illustrated by tin* 
decent capture of Wendling in San 
Francisco, who was wanted in Louis­ 
v ille for the murder of little Alma 
Kellner. 
The open seas ev en prov ide 
little safety for law 
v iola tor s , as was 
recognized by the arrest of Dr. Crip- 
pen who is charged with the murder 
of his wife in London. 
Numerous 
other eases might be giv en when a r ­ 
rests were made after the offenders 
had successfully ev aded the officers 
for sev eral week s or ev en months. 
Tiie perfection in our police sys­ 
tem is the result, partly of growth, 
partly of ingenious inv entions. 
The 
telegraph on land and wireless 
011 
sea hav e been of great benefit in the 
apprehension of criminals. 
Too, a 
deeper personal pride upon the part 
of tlie officers in mak ing arrests of 
guilty persons has resulted in exer­ 
cise of greater efforts to locate the 
escaped criminals. 
All these things 
hav e work ed together for a wonder­ 
ful dev elopment in police systems. 
The 
highest 
degree 
of perfection 
howev er, lias not yet been reached, 
and better methods will he found to 
protect the citizens of the country 
against the unlawful acts of design­ 
ing persons.

Charg ed W ith Selling Liq uor W ith­ 


out a License Precip itated the Ques­ 


tion W hether or Not Exclusive Clubs 


Are A ny More Entitled to Rig ht to 


Disp ense Liq uor W ithout License. 


Indianapolis, 
Aug. 
15.— The 
first 
step toward testing the q uestion of 
w hether clubs selling liquor to their 
m em bers m ust hav e retail liquor li­ 
censes was tak en when Mayor Shank 
ordered William Kost, city license in­ 
spector, to notify the Columbia club 
that it must obtain such a license. 
The m ayor decided, howev er, not to 
interfere with the liquor sales of the 
organization or to push the license 
question until Joseph B. Kealing. cor­ 
poration counsel, returns from Atlan­ 
tic City and confers with the mayor 
and club officials. 
The mayor said it was his intention, 
if Mr. Kealing adv ised him clubs must 
hav e retail licenses, to insist on the 
Columbia club’s obtaining a license, 
and if it did not to carry the m atter 
into court. 
On this court decision, he 
said, would depend w hether or not all 
clubs and societies in the city selling 
liquor must be licensed. 
Kost serv ed notice tha t a license 
must be obtained on W. N. Harding, 
president of the Columbia club. 
The 
order was giv en to Kost by the mayor, 
after the latter had been adv ised by 
Merle N. A. W alk er, city attorney, 
that no club had a right to retail liquor 
w ithout a license. L ater the m ayor de­ 
cided he would not push the case un­ 
til Mr. K ealing’s return. 
Mr. H arding said it was his inten­ 
tion to tak e up the question of a liquor 
license with the club directors as soon 
as he could obtain a quorum. 
Fiv e of 
the nine directors, he says, are out of 
the city. 
He said he did not k now* 
w hat action the directors would decide 
to tak e, but that in his opinion a li­ 
cense was not req uired under the law\ 
In police court a few days ago a club 
of colored men was raided for selling 
liq uor without a license. 
This precipi­ 
tated the q uestion of the rich m en’s 
clubs dispensing liquors w ithout a re­ 
tail license.

The tweet po tato fiea-beetle is a 
email, bro nzed o r brassy -bro wn shin­ 
ing beetle, abo ut o ne-six teenth o f an 
inch in length, very activ e, so mewhat 
chunky , with d eeply rid ged o r striped 
wing-co vers, all these characters, ex ­ 
cept the general shape and bro nzed 
co lo r, require a magnify ing glass 
to 
make o ut clearly . 
The hind legs o f- 
this beetle hav e the thighs v ery much 
thickened o r enlarged , so that It leaps 
as read ily as It flies, especially in the 
sunny part o f the d ay . In the early 
mo rning and ev ening and in wet o r

People of Wealth and Moderate Means 
Are Able to Have More Atten­ 
tion 
Shown — Remains 
Throw n Into Pile. 


Matamo ras, Mex ico .—The av erage 
Mex ican cemetery is a grewso me spo t, i 
The o ne at Matamo ras is no ex ceptio n 
to the rule. 
The bo nes o f the d ead 
are treated with little respect by the 
municipalities 
o r men in co ntro l 
o f 
the 
d ifferent 
burial 
gro und s. 
The 
po o rer the perso n is in wo rld ly go o d s 
the mo re igno ble will be the treat­ 
ment acco rd ed the bo nes when he has 
passed the way o f all flesh. Of co urse, 
the peo ple o f wealth o r even mo d erate 
means are able to hav e their bo d ies 
cared fo r in a mo re o r less lux uro us 
manner after d eath. 
It is the lo wer 
class who se crumbling remains are 
shifted abo ut fro m place to place and 
finally fall into d ust and are scattered 
to the fo ur wind s. 
The bo nes o f the d ead are usually 
piled in big heaps in the cemeteries o f 
the larger to wns. 
The 
bo d ies 
are 
giv en ro o m in regular grav es at an­ 
nual rentals. 
When the rent lapses 
the bo d y is mo ved fro m 
its 
resting 
place to giv e ro o m fo r so me o ther 
bo d ies. 
The bo nes o f these d ispo s­ 
sessed tenants are cast into the refuse 
pile, where the}' remain until carted 
away and scattered o v er the land like 
they were so much garbage. It is rare 
that a bo d y o f the po o rer class is kept 
In a grav e mo re than two y ears. 
Until recently the bo ne pile in the 
cemetery at Matamo ras was large. 
It 
was carted away to giv e ro o m fo r a 
fresh accumulatio n o f no npaping ten­ 
ants o f the grav es. 
In o ne co rner o f 
the cemetery are sev eral cheap cask­ 


ets, which are used fro m time to time 
fo r tempo rary resting places o f tho se 
who can affo rd to pay the stipulated 
rental.
